The 25-year-old Carstairs 
native had been missing 
since disappearing during a 
10-km training ran with fel¬ 
low soldiers in Edmonton’s 
Emily Murphy Park May 5.

Police have confirmed 
that a body found near 
Redwater May 22, is that of 
Curnow. Multiple media 
outlets have since reported 
that authorities believe 
Curnow’s death was a 
result of accidental drown¬ 
ing. 

Curnow served two tours 
of service in Afghanistan, 
working with the Counter 
Improvised Explosive 
Device Task Force. Among 
his many return visits to 
Carstairs, Curnow was a 
proud participant in last 
year’s Remembrance Day 
Ceremony. 

“We’ve known the young 
man for a number of 
years,” said Carstairs 
Legion first vice-president 
Marty Ratz. 

“He was just a really 
great guy. A really decent, 
down-to-earth young

Didsbury’s Ag Society 
wants to keep the thunder 
alive during its rodeo kick¬ 
off, but needs more money 
to keep the show from fiz¬ 
zling out.

STI strategy better 
late than never

The Stelmach government’s 
newly-announced five-year plan 
to tackle sexually transmitted 
infections (STI) in Alberta com¬ 
munities is good news for the 
province. 

And although the opposition 
parties have been quick to call the 
plan a gcxxl deal late in coming, if it is successful in 
reducing cases of infections that can l>e not only life¬ 
changing but in some case life-threatening, it should 
be applauded as a very positive step forward. 

The Allrerta Sexually Transmitted Infections and 
Blood Borne Pathogens Strategy and Action Plans 
targets include eliminating all cases of congenital 
syphilis and reducing infectious syphilis from 7.7 to 
5.8 per 100,000 residents; cutting gonorrhea cases 
from 43.8 to 40 |x*r 100,000; and reducing all cast's of 
HIV and hepatitis. 

The plan will foeits on a number of principal goals, 
including increasing prevention, improving early 
detection and diagnosis; enhancing management 
and control, and strengthening support and coun¬ 
selling services for those infected. 

Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky pulls no punches 
when he calls Alberta’s sexually transmitted disease 
situation troubling. 

“Tire rates of STI in Alberta are the highest in 
Canada and that’s just unacceptable,” said 
Zwozdesky. "Therefore we are taking aggressive and 
coordinated action on tlrls very serious public health 
issue.” 

Dr. Gerry Predy, Alberta’s Senior Medical Office of 
Health, adds: “STI rates are a problem across all 
zones and communities” in Allx'rta 

The opposition Liberals say while the new strategy 
is certainly needed, the Stelmach government has 
draggl'd its feet on addressing the STI situation in 
Alberta for far too long. 

“Years ago this government allowed prevention 
programs to stagnate, increasing human suffering 
and costs to the health-can* system,” said Liberal 
leader Dr. David Swann. 

“Once again, government mismanagement has had 
a t remendous impact on the health of Albertans. Had 
the government not dismissed those four key doc¬ 
tors, had they actually implemented their original 
plan, perhaps those habit's wouldn’t have died, and 
perhaps the others would have been bom healthy 
instead of with crippling birth defects.” 

Alberta Health will spend $12 million to implement 
the strategy and action plan, including increasing t he 
number of prevent ion coordinators. 

As well, the new campaign will include a $2-million 
provincewide awareness campaign aimed at educat¬ 
ing Albertans about the dangers and risks of syphilis, 
HIV and other sexually transmitted illnesses. 

This now strategy and action plan is probably a lit¬ 
tle late in coming - considering the fact that Alberta 
hasn’t always had higher rates of sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases lluut the national average - but it is a 
move in the right direction and a positive proactive 
health initiative. 

Now it’s up to Allx'dans to take the safe sox mes- 
sage to heart.

Costly deals hurting schools

It’s IxH'n a tough spring for parents, 
teachers and ultimately students in 
Alberta’s education system. Headlines 
about budget cuts and possible 
increased fees are an unfortunate way 
to end a school year. 

It’s a pity then, because the headlines 
didn’t necessarily have to happen. 
After all, the provincial education 
budget in 2011/12 is $0.2 billion, up 
from $6-billion last year, that includes a 
rise in operating expenses to almost 
$5.9 billion (from $5.0 billion). 

But the extra money Isn’t expanding 
educational services. In large measure, 
that’s Itecause of past commitments on 
pensions and pay by the provincial 
government. 

In 2007, the province assumed the 
teachers’ share of a pre-1992 unfunded 
liability in the Teachers’ Pension Plan. 
(Previous generations of teachers did 
not contribute enough to pay for the 
promised retirement benefits.) That 
deal wasn’t cheap. This year, taxpayers 
w ill pay $451 million for that assumed 
obligation (paid directly out of Finance 
ministry coffers), as well as $299 mil¬ 
lion for post-1992 pension commit¬ 
ments (out of the education budget). 
That’s $750 million out of the 
province’s total budget this yetir alone. 

By assuming that pre-1992 liability, 
the government relieved teachers of a 
.‘1.1 |K>r cent deduction from their pay- 
cheque. That tdong with a separate 
three per cent salary hike in 2007 
meant teachers were effectively 
awarded a0.1 percent increase 

With subsequent raises, including a 
2010 arbitration award, teacher 
salaries are forecast to he 21 per cent 
higher by 2012 when compared with 
2(X)7; the government notes that will he 
twice the rate of inflation over the 
same period. In addition, each teacher 
was also given a lump-sum $1,500 pay¬ 


ment in 2007 as part of the five-year 
deal. 

Few would object to a pay raise for 
tearhers (we all like higher pay). Also, 
the peasion liability had to be dealt 
with somehow, though having taxpay¬ 
ers assume the entire pre-1992 liability 
was not the only option. The question 
is whether the magnitude of the 
2007/12 deal was prudent, or fair to 
others who also have a claim on the 
public purse. 

What’s clear, or should l>e, is that 
present school board cuts mast be 
placed in the context of a past deal 
sought by teachers and agreed to by 
the provincial government. Choices - a 
21 per cent raise over five years and 
assumed pension liabilities - have con¬ 
sequences. 

Sure, the province could transfer 
additional dollars from the 
Sustainability Fund into the education 
portfolio this budget year. But plenty of 
others also think the government 
should fund their sector with such 
cash. Plus, Alberta’s past and present 
deficits will have produccxl total red 
ink of $10.8 billion by 201!). So running 
down Alberta’s savings accounts (or 
borrowing money) is just another way 
of asking the next generation to pay 
this generation’s hills and obligations. 

The government could raise taxes. 
But that’s not a sensible option either. 
Long-term prosperity depends upon a 
growing economy; that, in turn, 
depends partly upon moderate tax lev¬ 
els. Besides, governments cannot, as 
some constantly advocate, raise taxes 
to pay for every public sector demand. 
It is entirely appropriate to ask govern¬ 
ments to live within their (our) means. 

Alberta’s past pension deal highlights 
another significant problem: how 
defined pension benefit plans create 
seven* liabilities for governments. 

Defined benefit plans - where an 
employer promises specific benefit lev¬ 
els upon retirement - often run into 


trouble decades after such promises 
are first made. (See General Motors in 
2009 and its legacy costs, or several 
European governments and their pub¬ 
lic sector liabilities now.) In contrast, 
defined contribution plans, now wide¬ 
spread in the private sector, are a bet¬ 
ter alternative. 

Iasofar as the public sector Ls at 
issue, defined contribution plans 
(whero an employer matches employ¬ 
ee contributions to one’s RRSP or 
another pension vehicle) obviously 
benefit taxpayers at large as long-term 
liabilities an* not created. 

But such contributory plans also 
benefit civil servants. Such funds are 
not dependent on government rev¬ 
enues for the eventual retirement lx*n- 
efits. Thus, in a worst-case scenario, as 
has occurred in some American states 
where public finances are a wreck, 
pension benefits that are instead 
derived from a defined contribution 
plan are not at risk. 

Governments can move to defined 
contribution plans by grandfathering 
existing defined benefit schemes. They 
simply enroll new government employ¬ 
ees in contributory accounts with 
matching contributions by the employ¬ 
er. Saskatchewan, under an NI)P gov¬ 
ernment, did just this with a portion of 
its public sector in the 1970s. 

A shift to defined contributions away 
from defined benefit plans helps gov¬ 
ernments stabilize public sector pen¬ 
sion costs and ends open-ended, 
expensive and risky commitments. 
There is then more room for other pri¬ 
orities. In education, that means 
school boards can retain existing 
teachers and other staff. That’s the 
opposite of what’s now happening 
because of past decisions on pay and 
pensions in the education sector.

Business, economics ... and the Alberta Ballet? 


ing business speeches. The 
artistic director of the 
Alberta Ballet, Jean Grand- 
Maitre, was the guest 
speaker. Excerpts of the 
Alberta Ballet’s current 
production, F'umbling 
Towards Ecstasy, were per¬ 
formed. And dozens of 
aspiring young dancers 
pirouetted throughout the 
ballroom of the Hyatt Hotel 
to deliver the first course. 

This is yet another exam¬ 
ple of how Alberta is 
changing - and changing in 
a good way. 

Arts and culture are 
increasingly seen as an 
integral part of a growing, 
dynamic, global city. And 


while last night ’s event was 
held in Calgary, it could 
just as easily have been in 
downtown Edmonton. 

But what really made the 
iF event at the Calgary 
Chamber of Commerce 
unique is that it wasn’t a 
pitch for supporting the 
arts. It was an event with a 
simple message: arts are 
every bit as vital to acity as is 
a dynamic economy. In fact, 
the two go hand-in-hand. 

In his speech to the 
Chamber audience, Jean 
Grand-Maitre Grand-Maitre 
urged those at the dinner 
to be part of something 
beyond themselves - part 
of something bigger. “It 


adds dimension to your 
life!” 

In no small part, this is 
the role of the arts and cul¬ 
ture in our society: helping 
people connect with others, 
with their community, and 
with parts of themselves 
that they may be discover¬ 
ing for the first time. It is, 
essentially, being part of 
something bigger. 

“Embracing arts will help 
the city move into a 21st 
century vision of (’algary in 
the international communi¬ 
ty” 

Adam Legge, t he President 
of the Calgary Chamber of 
Commerce, gets it. In his 
wrap-up words towards the 


end the evening, he 
observed that the role of 
the city is not to simply pro¬ 
vide arts (or sports, or com¬ 
merce), and certainly not 
just to pay for it. Rather, the 
role of a city - a GREAT 
city - is to provide a setting 
in which all things possi¬ 
ble. A great city is one in 
which the pursuit of excel¬ 
lence - in art, sport, health 
care, transportation, caring 
for the vulnerable, and 
YES, in business - is made 
possible. But it’s up to the 
citizens of the great city to 
make them happen. 

Arts and culture, then, 
have much more in com¬ 
mon with business. Both 


are pursuing excellence. 
And both are essential in 
Alberta if the province is to 
grow into its potential for 
the 21st century. This is not 
about nice-to-haves. It’s 
not about special interests. 
And it’s not a nasty, greedy 
fight about how tax dollars 
should (or shouldn’t) be 
spent. 

Regardless of whether 
it’s in the ballet studio, the 
sports arena, or the down¬ 
town boardroom, we’re all 
asked to participate in 
building cities and commu¬ 
nities of excellence!

Prescription forms stolen from medical centre 

Computers, medication and prescription forms were stolen from the Didsbury Medical 
Clinic at Victoria Square Mall last week. Sometime between May 23 at 10 p in. and 
Tuesday morning, unknown subjects broke into the mall and then into the medical cen¬ 
tre. “People tend to want to steal them (forms). Narcotics on site are usually limited or 
locked up. So the easiest way to get it is to take the prescription forms and print them 
off themselves,” said Cpl. Warren Wright. Red Deer Forensic Identification w as brought 
in to help collect evidence. Local pharmacies were made aware of the stolen prescrip¬ 
tion forms and to watch out for them. 



Road Safety Week finishes 

May 16 to 23 was Canada Road Safety Week and police were out patrolling roads in the 
area.

“There were some drug seizures - not nearly as many as in past years ... the majority 
was marijuana." said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. He said there were also numerous reports that 
someone had been going through campsite areas and stealing purses and wallets. 
Anything of value was snatched before they were tossed into nearby bushes.

“It was surprising," said 
Linda who explained the 
award isn’t typically given 
out to a couple. The two, 
who attend the awards 
night every year, weren’t 
told they’d be receiving it. 

“This is our life and our 
livelihood. It’s paid our 
bills,” she said of their 
involvement with horses. 

The two live just outside 
of Didsbury and run 
Peaceful Valley Stables 
and have raised and sold 
thoroughbred horses for 
years. The Ken Cohoe 
Trophy they won is given 
out to people in the 
Alberta thoroughbred-rac¬ 
ing world who have 
demonstrated a lifelong 
personal involvement and 
dedication to the love of 
the thoroughbred horse. 
That night one of the hors¬ 
es they had bred and sold 
won the Champion 
Sprinter and Champion 
Alberta-bred award. 

“It’s hard to retire," said 
Jack of the job that he’s 
been doing for forty years 
and plans to continue. 

“It’s like getting up and 


coming down for break¬ 
fast; it’s just something you 
do," said Linda of the work 
that’s become second 
nature to them. 

The stables have been 
Jack's home and the centre 
of his work for his entire 
life. The farm has been in 
the family since the early 
1900s and a small two- 
room cabin on the proper¬ 
ty is where he was bom.
